Churchill, formerly First Lord of the 
Admiralty, whose retirement from the 
Cabinet as Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, was officialiy announced last 
night, intends to explain the reason for 
his resignation at the sitting of the 
House of Comgnons Monday. According 


to the Times parliamentary corresponé- 
ent, Churchill will review the war op- 
erations of the Admiralty during his 
term as First Lord and will justify the 
expeditions to Antwerp and the Darda- 
nelles. 

The Times takes the view that, ai- 
though Churchill’s action recalls the 
equally dramatic resignation of his fa- 
ther, it is not likely to close his political 
career as it did his father’s. 

“Mr. Churchill's great gifts and vivid 
imagination,“ the newspaper says, “have 
been amply demonstrated in his decade 
of service in office and there are few 
who would venture to predict his per- 
manent withdrawal from public life.” 

Target of Criticism. 

No figure in British polities has been 
the target of more criticism since the 
war started than Churchill. He assumed 
the least important position in the Cab- 
inet, that of the chancellorship of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, when the coali- 
tion Ministry was formed last May, aft- 
er having held the important post of 
First Lord of the Admiralty. 

His change of office did not reduce 
the flood of criticism, which starts as 
a rule from his public statements, which 
older men call at least indiscreet.

TRAILS ROCK ROAD 


Resurfacing of Half of 303-Mile 
Stretch to Be Aided by Local 
Business Men. 


The Business Men's League agreed to 
employ and pay the expenses of an ex- 
pert to organize a campaign for rock- 
surfacing the eastern end of the Old 
Trails road, which extends from St. 
Louis to Kensas City, a distance of 303 
miles. Kansas City has undertaken to 
have the western end of the road resur- 
faced. 

E. E. Peake of Kansas cify, secretary 
of the Motor Car Dealers’ Association. 
who attended the meeting, said that 
Missouri had wasted $15,000,000. since 1912 
on dirt roads, and had accomplished 
nothing. He said that the residents of 
the different counties would tax them- 
Ses to build the rock roads if St. 
Louis and Kansas City would conduct 
the campaigns of education, and dem- 
onstrate to them the value of the perma- 
nent roads to the farmers and the coun- 
try towns. He said that probably 250,- 
000 motor cars would cross the State 
évery year, if the permanent road was 
constructed, and that the tourists would 
spend an average of $25,000 for every 
mile of the road, from which the farm- 
ers and rural communities would derive 
the direct benefit. 

Even during the rainy season of last 
summer, he said, sometimes as many as 
50 automobiles, making transcontinental 
tours, crossed the Missouri river at 
Boonville. 

St. Louis to Build to Boonville. 

R. H. Stockton, chairman of the Good 
Roads Committee of the Business Men’s 
League, said that St. Louis would un- 
dertake to bring about the completion 
ef the road between St. Louis and 
Boonville. 

After the residents of the different 
counties have contributed what they can 
to the permanent road, it is expected 
that the business interests of St. Louis 
and Kansas City will supply whatever 
money is needed to complete the work. 
Peake said that he did not think the de- 
ficiency would average more than $500 
a mile, while the entire cost of the road 
will be about $5000 a mile. 

J. Lionberger Davis declared it had 
been suggested that 300 St. Louis men 
each cintribute $1500 to supply the de- 
ficiency for each mile of road between 
St. Louis and Kansas City. Each con- 
tributor would then have the honor of 
Having completed one mile of road, he 
said. Peake said the people themselves 
would be eager to build the roads, after 
they learned the benefits that would ac- 
crue to them. 

“You will have to have a great deal of 
publicity to accomplish this work,’’ 
Peake said. Full reports of the meet- 
ings of the farmers ought to be pub- 
lished, and credit given to the work- 
ers. In that way you will soor have a 
strong organization working throughout 
the length of the road. In order to build 
roads, we have got to organize just like 
the political parties do—have not only 
state organizations, but county, town 
and precinct organizations. 

„Why. if you had a rock road into 
St. Louis you would find people driving 
in here 75 miles to attend your theaters. 
Seventy-five miles is only a little run 
for an automobile where the roads are 
“And the country visitors would 
bring in eough eggs every trip to pay 
their expenses, Chairman Stockton 
added. 

Counties Voting on Bond Issues. 

Under the influence of the Kansas 
City campaign, bonds either have been 
voted by the counties or bond issue 
elections have been called, to complete 
the road as far as Cooper County. Sa- 
line County is preparing to call an elec- 
tion on a bond issue for $1,000,000 to 
rock-surface every road in the county, 
according to the Kansas City delegation, 
Government surveyors have just com- 
pleted a survey of the roads and esti-

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GLIDER SKIMS ON 


WATER AT NEARLY 
OD MILES A HOUR 


Device Made in America to Car- 
ry Mail in Colombia Uses 
Aeroplane Propellors. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 13.—The Lolanda 
II, the first “‘glider’’ ever bull: in Amer- 
ica, made its trial trio down the Hud- 
son Thursda: and covered the 22 miles 
from Nyack to West Ninety-first street 
in a few seconds more than half an 
hour. It ran so smoothly that the eight 
Passengers sat round in easy chairs 
inside the big limousine body, as com- 
fortable as if they had been riding 
in a private car over the best laid road- 
bed in the United States. 

Nothing could be more simple in con- 
struction. It is an unsinkable life raft, 
made of six cork-filled pontoons, fitted 
with a front rudder geared to an or- 
dinary automobile steering wheel, an! 
at the stern is two big retractors, like 
those used on the new battle planes of 
the allies. 

When not in motion the Yolanda II 
draws five inches of water, but as soon 
as the motors are running she glides 
over the surface with an inch or less 
draft, just like a quoit thrown along 
ice. As the Yolanda II came down the 
river, passing fast motor boats as if 
they had been standing still, the idea 
of propelling a boat by a tiny screw 
under water seemed absurd. The alr- 
driven boat, it is predicted,’ will revo- 
lutionize river navigation. No matter 
how shallow, every stretch of calm wa- 
ter is a potential highway open for the 
most rapid kind of transit. 

The Yolanda II is the idea of a 
wealthy Colombian, Senor Gonzalo 
Mejia, who, some years ago, determined 
to supply a quick river service down 
the Magdalena River between Bogota 
and the coast, about 600 miles. 

Within a few days the boat will be 
shipped to Colombia and used to carry 
the mails and Government officials from 
the capital to the coast. It will make 
the trip easily in two days instead of 
11 days that the rear paddle wheel 
boats now in use take.

George Barrett Believed

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 13.—Peniten- 
tiary officials today said they were con- 
ducting a systematic investigation of 
wholesale thefts of clothing from peni- 
tentiary factories by convicts, revealed 
yesterday by the arrest in St. Louis of 
Frank Beckett of Granite City, III., who 
had in his possession a box of stolen 


clothing. 
Deputy Warden Gilvin attempted to 


get a statement from George Barrett, 
a convict serving a three-year sen- 
tence from Nordaway County for bur- 
glary. Barrett yesterday told the 
deputy warden that he had knowledge 
of the thefts and would make a com- 
plete conféssion today. This morn- 
ing he refused to trlk. 
Like Offender Punished. 

The Deputy Warden said he had not 
considered whether punishment would 
be administered to Barrett because of 
his failure to tell what he knew. Two 
years ago a convict who refused to tell 
where he had obtained drugs which 
were smuggled into the prison, was tied 
up to his cell door many days. 

Barrett is an employe in the State 
clothing factory. The clothing in Beck- 
ett’s possession came from the D. M. 
Oberman Clothing Co., a private con- 
cern, which employs ‘convicts. 

Officers of the Oberman company 
believed this was the first theft in 
their factory. D. M. Cberman form- 
erly was connected with the Star 
Clothing Co., a prison factory, and 
knew that it had suffered+extensive 
losses from thefts by convicts. When 
he opened his factory two years ago 
he installed a checking system. 

A checker several days ago found an 
order for a box of trousers to be shipped 
to E. Mills, 7209 Lindenwood avenue, 
St. Louis.“ He recognized the address 
as a residence neighborhood and in- 
structed the St. Louis police to watch 
the box on its arrival. It was receipted 
for at the Missouri Pacific freight de- 
pot by Beckett, who had an expressman 
haul it to the McKinley station. There 
Beckett and the expressman were ar- 
rested. 

System Not Fully Traced, 

It was Kated at the Oberman factory 
that the exact system by which the rob- 
bery was conducted was not known to 
them, but that they believed a convict 
in the prison had written the order and 
had it mailed to the company either in 
Jefferson City by a “trusty,” or had 


sent it out to a confederate to mail. 

The convict, they said, then notified 
the confederate who was to receive the 
goods and dispose of them. The order, 
received by mail, would take the course 
of any mall order unless an office em- 
ploye became suspicious of it, as in the 
Mills order.

The pres- 
ent season, he said, is a wonderful one 
for game. In two days, he said, he 
saw about 75 moose and in another two 
days, more than 1500 mountain sheep 
and goats. Bears, he asserted, were 
plentiful all along the shore of Tustema 
Lake. 

In reaching the hunting ground he 
traveled from Seattle to Castelof on a 
steamer, and went up the Castelof River 
in a canoe for about fifty miles, striking 
&cross country on foot from that point. 

Many reels of photographs were 
brought back by O’Fallon.

RELIGIOUS RITES TODAY 


e Longevity of Mem- 
bers of Imperial Family and 
Pacification of Their Souls. 


_KIOTO,: Nov. 13.— The Daijosia or 
Grand Thanksgiving Festival, the cere- 
mony of offering sacred rice to the im- 
perial ancestors and-to the gods ana 
goddesses of heaven and earth, began 
today at the imperial palace. This 
ceremony is one of the three great 
rites of the coronation and is of ver- 
ancient origin. 

When Ninigino-mikoto, the grandson 
of the Sun Goddess, Amaterasu Omika 
mi, founder of the Japanese imperial 
dynasty, descended from the heavenly 
domain, as it is traditionally told, to 
Mount Takachiho, in Kyushu, and es- 
tablished imperial headquarters thers, 
he sowed the seeds of rice plants and 
presented the first crop to the Sun Goa- 
dess before himself tasting the food. 
This was the beginning of the Daijosat 


festival. Since that time the ceremony 
has been observed as an essential func- 
tion by every ruler who succeeds to the 
throne. 

Observed as State Ceremony. 

The central idea is that the new Em- 
perer, invested with the suzerainty of 
the Land of the Sacred Rice, as Japan 
was called in the mythological period, 
offers to the imperial ancestors and tne 
gods and goddesses of heaven and earth 
the first crop of the first harvest in his 
feign. It is, therefore, observed as 2 
state ceremony and not as a court cere- 
‘mony. 

The ceremony today, called the Chin- 
kon-sal,"” with which the festival was 
begun, was preparatory to the grand 
harvest Gx. al, which will take place 
tomorrow. Its purport is a prayer for 
the logge! ot the Emperor, the Em- 
press an Crown Prince, and especial- 
ly for the pacification of their ‘‘vola- 
tile’ spirit This is one of the most 
mysterious of all the coronation cere-, 
tmonies. Historians have had extreme 
difficulty in tracing its origin, but the 
underlying idea is that the spirit or 
soul of the Emperor is to be calmed and 
made to enter a state of perfect peace 
and tranquility, far removed from all 
earthly things, that he may more fit- 
tingly commune with his ancestral 
gods, offer them food, and himself par- 
take thereof, both in his own name and 
in the name of his subjects. 

Function Purely Religious, 

The Yuki-den and Suki-den halls, 
newly erected in the compound of the 
palace, were used for today’s ceremony. 
It was purely a religious function. The 
Emperor and Crown Prince did not par- 


ticipate.

of intent to monopolize, committed with- 
in the three-year period of the statute 
of limitations, by former directors of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 


Railroad. 11 of whom are now on trial 
charged with criminal violation of the 
Sherman law, was described to the jury 
yesterday. The testimony, adduced to 
prove it marked the segond time thus 
far during the trial that aus Govern- 


riod. 

The alleged offense consisted of the 
approval by the board of directors in 
1912 of ‘a proposition to acquire open 
control” of the Merchants & Miners’ 
Transportation Co. and to establish a 
freight line from Boston to Galveston 
through the Panama Canal when it 
should be completed 

While it was shown that the proposi- 
tion was never carried into effect be- 
cause of the passage of legislation by 
Congress forbidding railroads to own 
steamship lines using the Panama Canal, 
the Government’s purpose in introducing 
the testimony was to show that the in- 
tent to monopolize the transportation 
traffic of New England nevertheless ex- 
isted. 

All of the defendants, except Lewis 
Cass Ledyard and Edward D. Robbins, 
were recorded as present at the meeting 
at which the vote was taken, and cor- 
respondence read into the record ap- 
peared to indicate that Ledyard and 
Robbins were cognizant of the scheme. 

The defense, on the other hand, plans 
to show that the contemplated line was 
a benefit to the people of New England 
and was proposed to be established in 
response to a demand for such service.

BANKER BECOMES 


LABORER WHEN 
BUSINESS FAILS 


Winslow (Ill.) Man Accepts Job 
With Concrete Firm at 
$2 a Day. 


WINSLOW, In., Nov. 13—From a 
well-dressed banker to a day laborer in 
overalls is the transition of J. Bradley 
Fuller, who, with his sisters owned and 
operated the private bank of Fuller & 
Son at Winslow. Necessity forced the 
former banker to obtain means of sup- 
port. The only occupation available was 
that of helping manufacture concrete 
blocks. He is paid $2 a day for 10 hours 
and is docked for every hour in which 
he is not occupied. 

Upon the recent return of Fuller from 
the East, his departure taking place just 
one week prior to the failure of the 
bank, he was on the verge of nervous 
prostratioan. The sympathy of his friends 
assisted in restoring his nerves to their 
normal condition and he announced his 
willingness to take any kind of work 
which afforded himself and his family a 
living. 

After seeking in vain for some occu- 
pation more remunerative and with less 
physical Iabor involved, he went to work 
with the concrete firm and expects to 
remain there until something more invit- 
ing develops. His family take their re- 


duced circumstances philosophically, all. 


seeking employment in order to con- 
tribute to the common fund.

ONE TIME WATER 


BOY SUCCEEDS IN 
$15,000,000 DEAL) 


J. L. Replogle, Former $5-a- 
Week Employe, Buys 300, 000 
Cambria Steel Shares. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—-About 300,- 
000 shares of stock in the Cambria 
Steel Co. have been bought for 4p- 
proximately $15,000,000 by J. Leonard 
Replogle of this city making him, it 
is said, the largest individual stock 
owner of the company. Replogle, 
when 11 years old, was a water boy 
at less than $5 a week in the Cambria 
mills at Johnstown, Pa. He resigned 
the Cambria 
company, March 1. 

Replogie, who is now 38 years old, 
bid against his old superior officer, 
William H. Donner, for the stock 
and got it after negotiations in Phil- 
adelphia, which continued virtually 
day and night for beveral days. The 
stock was sold by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co., which formerly owned 
450,820 of the 900,000 shares issued. 
The Cambria capitalization author- 
ized is $50,000,000, but only $45,000,- 
000 (900,000 shares of a $50 par value) 
were issued. 

Of the railroad’s original 51 per 
cent holdings Donner already had ac- 
quired about 112,000 shares, on half 
of which he had an outright option, 
and on the other half held an option, 
conditional upon finding a purchaser 
for the railroad’s holdings of Penn- 
sylvania Steel stock. Donner is 
president of both the Cambria and 
Pennsylvania Steel companies. . 

Charles M. Schwab of Bethlehem 
Steel had also sought the Pennsyl- 
vania Steel properties, it was report- 
ed, planning to combine them with 
his Bethlehem plant and thus form 
the nucleus of another gigantic steel 
merger. 

The Cambria property includes 
large steel works, mills and ®last 
furnaces at Johnstown, Pa., and ex- 
tensive iron ore holdings in Michi- 
gan. In addition, the company oper- 
ates the Cambria Steamship Co. and 
the Manufacturers’ Water Co. of 
Johnstown. ‘ 

What is to be done with the 
Cambria property under Replogle’s 
management—if he succeeds in ob- 
taining sufficient additional stock to 
give him control—is yet to be di- 
vulged.

Virtuoso Makes Piano Give Out 
Timbre Hues Like Those of 
Other Instruments. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 

AROLD BAUER, who was origi- 
N nally a violinist, but who, be- 
cause he had to make a living 
and do it quickly, turned himself into 
a pianist within a few months with 
little aid from teachers, when he 
could not get work as a fiddler some 
years ago in Paris, demonstrated the 
possibilities of self-instruction in art, 
at yesterday’s Symphony -concert at 
the Odeon, by performing Brahms’ 
Second Piano Concerto, a work of the 
utmost difficulty, in a masterly fash- 
lon which few virtuosi of long and 

formal training could hope to rival. 
Although to a large extent a self- 
made pianist, Bauer has within a few 
years made his way to the top among 
the younger lords of the keyboard; 
and has accomplished this rise through 
the remarkably broad and _ =*yirile 
style of his playing, his high artistic 
intelligence, his ability to put plenty 
of “heart appeal” into his music with-. 
out ever lapsing into sentimentality, 
and through a brilliant manual skill 
to which the most formidable execu- 
tive technicalities no longer present 

the n hint of difficulty. 


Iliant Manual Skill. . 
His 47 of playing is orchestral, 


in so full a meaning of the word 
that at times, it seemed yesterday, 
two orchestras instead of one or- 
chestra and a pianoforte, were per- 
forming the concerto. This is not 
alone due to his power, which is 
magnificently robust, but also to his 
genius for producing distinct hues 
of timbre, like those of many differ- 
ent instruments, by means of his 
touch on the piano keys.

I Council Passes Ordinance to 
Remedy Blunder Made Under 
Burton's Regime. 


An ordinance providing that manufac- 
turers shall not be held liable to the 
city for the difference between the legal 


water rate, and the rate of 8 cents per | 


thousand gallons which they were al- 
lowed to pay between April 4, 1913, and 
Oct. 1, 1915, was passed yesterday by 
the Board of Aldermen. ; 

‘The bill was passed to remedy the 
blunder of Claude B. Burton, former 
Assessor of Water Rates, who was re- 
cently removed from office, After an 
ordinance providing that the meter 
rates for water should range from 8 
cents to 20 cents a thousand gallons had 
been passed in April, 1913, Burton ig- 
nored it, and permitted manufacturers 
to pay the old flat rate of 8 cents, which 
under the new law, applied only to con- 
sumers of more than 400,000 gallons in 
six months. f 1 

Charles P. Comer, an attorney, dis- 
covered that Burton was not enforcing 
the ordinance, and threatened to file 
suit against Burton and other officials 
to recover $750,000, which, he asserted, 
had been lost to the city through Bur- 
ton's failure to enforce the new rates. 
Water Commissioner Wall made a cal- 
culation, based upon the water bills of 
one month, and then estimated that the 
city’s loss because of Burton's blunder, 
was not in excess of $70,000. 

On account of the enactment of the 
erdinance yesterday the city will now 
make no effort to collect from manufac- 
turers the sum they should have paid 
under the ordinance. 

A public hearing on a bill to grant’ 
special low water rates to manufac- 
turers, ranging from 3 to 6 cents per 
1000 gallons, will be held by the Public 
Utilities Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, at 2 p. m. Thursday. The 
measure is supported by the Business 
Men’s League. The cost of supplying 
water, according gu Water Commissioner 
Wall, is approximately 9 cents per 1000 
gallons. 

The Aldermen yesterday defeated a 
bill permitting the rendering of dead 
animals within the city limits. A bill 
which sought to compel the sale of eggs 
and vegetables by weight, also was 
beaten. a |

WAR ORDERS MAKE. 


EAST ST. Lo 
HIVE OF INDUSTRY 


Last Year Workers Were Bewail- 
ing Hard Times; Labor Now 
Hard to Get. 


There has been a distinct change in 
industrial conditions in East St. Louis 
since this time last year. Street cor- 
ners then were occupiéd by men de- 


walling “hard times” and wondering 
where a job could be had, but these 
men now are working in factories, foun- 
dries, mills and on construction. 

The American Steel Foundries, shut 
down almost entirely last Yall, now are 
running night and day, and furnishing 
employment to nearly 2000 men. Thou- 
sands of tons of steel ingots are being 
molded every day, later to be converted 
elsewhere into shrapnel casings for the 
allies. Armed watchmen guard the 
premises day and night. 

Construction of two buildings, one to 
cost $80,000 and one $15,000, has been 
started at the Aluminum Ore Co. plant. 
Fifty extra workmen have been em- 
ployed for this purpose. The plant now 
is employing more men and manufac- 
turing more products than ever before 
in its history. About 1500 men are em- 
ployed there. The force recently was 
divided into three shifts of eight hours 
each in order to maintain operationa 
24 hours a day. 

Wetehmen Doubled at Night. 

The East St. Louis Walnut Wood Co. 
is working day and night shifts in order 
to complete an order for 2,000,000 rifle 
The plant is sur- 
rounded by a high fence and is securety 
guarded by armed watchmen, the num 
ber of which is doubled at night. 

The Free Employment Bureau has 
shipped 400 laborers to Pittsburg, Pa., 
within the last two weeks. Another hun- 


dred will be shipped tonight to Sterling. 


O., and 100 more to Pittaburg the first 


of next week. William Roach, super 


intendent of the bureau, said he had 
been unable to supply as many laborers } 
as he had orders for. The first 400 men 
were ordered by the Baltimore & Ohip 
Rafiroad for construction work. Reail- 
road officials informed Roach that eft- 
er they had transported the men to 
Pittsburg a large number were offered 
higher wages to work in the steel milis. 

While the quarantine at the stock 
yards, because of foot and mouth dis- 
ease, depressed business there some- 
what, it was more than offset by the 
market for war horses, for which the 
allies have spent more than $90,000,000 in 
ast St. Louis. Horses are being bought 
by the British, French, Italians and 
Belgians at the rate of 100 a day. 
Nearly 170,000 have been shipped out.
